Applicants' response of January 27, 2010 is deemed to be non-responsive for the following reasons. 

The Election/Restriction requirement of October 27, 2009 stated: 

"In response to this communication, Applicants are required only to elect: 

For Group II 

Elect one specific LKB1 (SEQ ID NO: ) encompassed by Claims 3-5, 16, and 19-20. 

Elect one specific STRAD (SEQ ID NO: ), or one specific cell from which one specific endogenous STRAD can be isolated, 
encompassed by Claims 3-5, 16, and 19-20. 

Elect one specific M025 (SEQ ID NO: ) encompassed by Claims 3-5, 16, and 19-20. 
Elect one specific substrate (SEQ ID NO: ) encompassed by Claims 3-5, 16, and 19-20." 

Applicants' response of January 27, 2010 stated: 

"Applicants provisionally elect with traverse: (1) an LKB1 polypeptide comprising residues 44-343 of SEQ ID NO: 6; (2) a STRAD 
polypeptide comprising a C- terminal pseudokinase domain, said C-terminal pseudokinase domain comprising the C- terminal 
sequence Trp-Glu-Phe; (3) an M025 polypeptide comprising SEQ ID NO: 11; and (4) the substrate comprising SEQ ID NO: 110." 

Each of (1), (2), (3), and (4) respresents election of a genus of proteins, not one specific sequence, as required by the 
Election/Restriction requirement of October 27, 2009. Therefore, Applicants' response is deemed to be non-responsive. 

Regarding Applicants comments that: "The Examiner provided no explanation as to why the claims lack unity of invention; for that 
mailer, the Examiner has not even stated that the claims lack unity of invention", the lack of unity was explained in the action of 
March 13, 2008. Nonetheless, find attached the current Election/Restriction requirement, including reasons for lack of unity.
